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ATTACamENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

With respect to Chen et al, the obviousness- type double 
patenting rejection is different from the rejection of 
anticipation contrary to applicant's assertion. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the 
instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. 
filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be 
overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any 
invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived 
from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 
CFR 1.131. 

With respect to WO 02/083592, applicant asserts that WO is 
a non-analogous art, but the examiner disagrees since such 
assertion would be applied to a combination of references, not 
to a single reference. The instantly recited "comprising" 
permits any material such as a liquid or water in a slurry, and 
the slurry composition comprising the instant copolymers of 
acrylic acid and polyethyleneglycol monoallyl ether sulfate 
(page 2, lines 14-15) and gypsum (page 1, line 26) meets the 
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instant building material absent further limitation contrary to 
applicant ' s assertion .
